(Continued From Pap# I) 
surface, but the rescue crews kept 
digging. 
Then Wednesday rescue crews 
stumbled on a broken air pipe 
leading to the entombed men and 
heard the muffled voice of Gorley 
Kempt, 37. say 
"Get Us Water" 
“There are 12 of us here, come 
and get us. Get us water.” 
Soon after the men got then 
first sustenance in ai least four 
aays. Coffee laced with sugar and 
vitamins was fed to the men 
through a copper tube inserted in 
the air pipe. 
The men waited while the res 
cue crews dug through about 60 
feet of debris. Then a hole ap­ 
peared in the wall of rubble that 
had trapped the men and the res 
cuers appeared. 
“We were all so happy to see 
them the whole bunch of us just 
started to cry,” Guthro said. 
The rescue raised hopes that 
other pockets of survivors would 
be found in the depths where 55 
miners still are missing. 
93 Lives Saved 
Their rescue brought to 93 the 
number saved. Twenty-six bodies 
have been recovered. There were 
174 men 
below 
when disaster 
struck. 
The news Wednesday that the 
12 men had been located alive 
electrified the town, scene of two 
mine disasters in as many years. 
Church bells rang. Horns honked 
Stores emptied. 
Families came 
running to the mine in a drizzle 
of rain, hoping and fearing.

CLAIMS STATE 
LOST 17,210 IN 
CINDERS DEAL 


HARRISBURG <AP>-A report 
which 
said the Commonwealth 
apparently 
was 
defrauded 
of 
$7,210 in Fayette County for the 
purchase 
and transportation of 
cinders has been made public by 
Aud. Gen. Charles C. Smith. 
The report released by Smith 
Wednesday was made in August 
by one of his auditors after ex­ 
amination 
of weight 
slips and 
other records in the county. 
The report said that statements 
from State Highways Department 
employes “ unquestionably estab­ 
lish a pattern which supports the 
b e l i e f that irregularities and 
fraud 
have 
been 
perpetrated 
against the Commonwealth.” 
Smith turned the report over to 
Atty. Gen. Thomas D. McBride 
two months ago. The Justice De­ 
partment declined comment pend 
mg completion of its own invest! 
gat ion into Fayette County cinder 
purchases. 


ll-Raga Rapart 
The 21 -page report dealt prin­ 
cipally with the technical proceed­ 
ings in tha purchase of cinders 
and rental of trucks to haul them 
during a two-year period ending 
in February 1957. 
In February 1955. R said. 10.- 
00 tons of cinders were ordered 
from the Ruane Coal A Coke Co.. 
Fairchance, 
Fayette County, at 
15 cents a ton. but that more than 
half of this order was paid for 
but not delivered at a loss to the 
stale of $865. 
“ Based hpon the cost to the 
state for truck service not ren­ 
dered coupled with the cost of un­ 
delivered cinders it was reason­ 
ably apparent that the state was 
defrauded 
of 
approximately 
$2,700." the report said. 
This same pattern was followed 
in another 10.000-ton order of cin­ 
ders from the Ruane 
firm 
in 
January 1956, the report said. The 
loss to the state on this order, 
it said. amounted to $3,700. 
In November 1966 a third 10,- 
000-ton order resulted in a loss 
to the state of $810, the report 
showed.

BIRMINGHAM. Ala. (API - A 
group of Negroes go into U.S. 
District Court today in an effort 
to have Birmingham's bus segre­ 
gation ordinance declared uncon­ 
stitutional. 
The 22 Negroes who filed the 
suit 
against 
city officials and 
Birmingham Transit Co. were ar­ 
rested in a mass demonstration 
against a bus segregation ordi­ 
nance in December 1956. 
Since then, city commissioners 
have repealed the ordinance which 
provided for separate seating of 
Negroes and white persons. But 
they replaced it with one making 
the transit company responsible 
for maintaining segregation. 


Charge Subterfuge 
The Negroes earlier this week 
filed an amendment to their court 
suit seeking to include the new 
ordinance. Federal Judge H. Ho­ 
bart Grooms will he asked to rule 
on the amendment belute the 
hearing gets under way. 
Grooms is expected to he asked 
to throw out the suit, since the 
original ordinance no longer ex­ 
ists. 
Negro leaders have accused city 
officials of subterfuge in adopting 
the new ordinance, which author­ 
izes bus drivers to assign seats, 
although the law makbs no men­ 
tion of race 
Signs on city buses ask Negro 
passengers to sit in rear seats, 
just as was the custom under the 
old bus segregation ordinance.

UNIVERSITY PARK, Pa. (AP) 
—It s pretty doubtful that you 
were wondering on your travels 
into work today just what effect 
jet engine noises have on rats.. 
And you were probably just 
about as disinterested in the se­ 
cret behind how a bat manages to 
find its way home. 
In fact, you probably didn’t even 
know a bat could find its way 
home, now did you? 
Well. just so you have some 
thing to think about tomorrow on 
your way to work: 
Some Research topics 
Jet engine noises, combined 
with other stress situations can 
cause pathological 
changes 
in 
rats. 
And a bat can find its way 
home, that is an established fact. 
But nobody knows how the air 
bore rodent does the trick. 
Answers to these and a collec­ 
tion of other odd questions are be 
ins worked out in laboratory ex 
periments at Pennsylvania State 
University. 
It all comes under the heading 
of research designed to produce 
information which might be bene­ 
ficial to human beings.

CIVE WARNING 
ON COAL MINES 


HARRISBURG <AP>-A special 
warning went out to state mine 
inspectors today on the basis of 
recent mine disasters in Nova 
Scotia and West Virginia in the 
past week. 
Mines Secretary Joseph Ken­ 
nedy wrote the inspectors that 
dangers from coal dust are at a 
peak right.now’ because of sudden 
and rapid changes of tem perature 
and humidity. 
"I reque.st that you bring this 
to the attention of mine manage­ 
ment and mine workers and re­ 
mind them that you expect their 
cooperation and support in seeing 
that all coal dust is promptly and 
properly taken care of. and that 
their program of rock dusting is 
accelerated 
to provide for the 
seasonal changes," he said. 
Coal dust under certain con­ 
ditions is explosive. Rock dusting 
is a process used to cut down the 
danger of an explosion. 
Kennedy said mine inspectors 
should insist that air shafts be in­ 
spected daily with the cold weath­ 
er ahead. 
“ In the records of coal mine dis­ 
asters," he said, “some have been 
attributed to the freezing of air 
shafts thereby 
interrupting the 
mine ventilation."

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Gideon Baugher "Lookout" 
House, Near Aspers, Now 
More Than IOO Years Old 


Because he wanted to be able 
to “look around the country, 
Henry G. Baugher had a “lookout 
built on top of his house near As­ 
pers. The house, occupied today 
by his son-in-law and daughter, 
Mr. and Mrs. Isaac N. Ripley, is 
a landmark in the area. 
The large porch-like platform 
atop the roof of the house gives 
it its unique character. A least, 
unique for an inland location. 
Houses with such rooftop lookouts 
ara more commonplace in sea­ 
coast towns where the women 
use them to watch for the return 
of their menfolk from the sea. 
The house was built by Henry's 
father, Gideon Baugher, who came 
to Adams County from York 
County about 1857. Gideon was 
quite a builder and several neigh 
borhood houses were built by him. 
He also built a tannery which 
his son later operated. But a1 
most all trace of this building is 
gone today. 
Started Nursery 
Henry Baugher was an enter­ 
priser in his own right. He started 
the nursery, now operated by his 
son, George, in l‘J05. and about 
six years later built a barrel fac­ 
tory where barrels were made 
for packing of apples. The fac 
tory building served also for the 
grading and packing of apples 
from the Baugher orchards. 
The lookout house was built in 
1896 but it was not as large as it 
is today, nor did it have the look­ 
out on its roof. Henry took over 
the tannery about 1907. This, and 
all the other industry which sur­ 
rounded the family, put a lot of 
pressure on the kitchen of the 
Baugher home. In addition to the 
farm, orchard and nursery help, 
there were bark teamsters who 
hauled bark to the tannery to cook 
for. 
Builds Lookout 
A few years of this was con­ 
vincing. Henry decided to enlarge 
the house. The original L-shape 
structure was expanded to a near 
square. The kitchen was enlarged

and a dining room added. It was'overseas into World War ll Most 
at this time that the lookout was were volunteers. Only a few were 


Henry died in 1952. His father 
had died in 1911. But the country­ 
side still carries the marks of 
their industry. Although no longer 
used for the making of barrels, 
Henry’s factory still stands. 
His housetop is not much used. 
Mrs. Ripley said that the maple 
and walnut trees have grown so 
high that they obstruct much of 
tile view that was once available. 
But one can still get a good look 
at the country north and south 
of the house. 
“Out Of Bounds" 
Acc ess to the lookout is by a 
stairway 
from 
the 
attic 
and 
through a seldom-opened trap­ 
door. Youngsters who visit at the 
Ripley residence find the lookout 
intriguing, but it has been out of 
bounds for some years. 
For Joyce Ripley, 14-year-old 
gsanddaughter of Henry Baugher, 
the visit to the lookout, when it 
was opened for a reporter for the 
Gettysburg Times, was a treat. 
Joyce, a ninth grade student at 
Biglerville High School, said that 
her recent visit to the roof-top 
was “the first one I can remem­ 
ber.” Although she added. “I may 
have been up there when I was 
quite small.”

BELLINGHAM, Wash. ‘AP* - 
Along one of Copenhagen’s tour­

tern here," said Mrs. Barber,

Most of our cloth has a recogniz­ 
able pattern.” 
The weaver never interrupted 
her rhythmic movements. “De­ 
terge has been with me along 
time,’ said Mrs. Barber. “Over 
there is Verla Kinley,” she point­ 
ed. 
Experimenter 
“Delores and Verla now run 
the weaving shop. I no longed 
weave. . 
just spend my time 
experimenting with new designs 
and color.

“These Lummi girls are won­ 
derful workers. They have great 
patience and skillful hands. We 
usually keep nine to 12 of them 
employed, although we have had 
as many as 17 during the rush 
season June to Christmas.” 
Mrs. 
Barber 
hired 
her first 
weaver in 1946 when she chose to 
onvert a ten-year-old hobby in­ 
to a profession. 
“So many people offered to buy 
things from me, I finally decided 
to try making a living at it,” she 
explained. “I started with one 
loom and half a garage.” 
Now she has about ten times 
as much working space.

OF 13 VICTIMS 


O U T O F M I N E

SUMMERSVILLE. W Va. <AP> 
--Rescuers brought out the last 
of 13 bodies from the blast-shat­ 
tered workings of a southeastern 
West Virginia coal mine early 
Wednesday. 
Four other men who miracu­ 
lously escaped death after being 
trapped underground were hospi­ 
talized In Richwood 
Tuesday was the second straight 
day for tragedy to strike the coal 
fields. 


Over Mila Deep 
Only the day before, 22 men 
were killed in an explosion at the 
Bishop. Va., mine of the Pocahon­ 
tas Fuel Co. on the Virginia-West 
Virginia border. 
Tuesday s blast centered a mile 
and a half deep in the Burton 
mine of the Oglebay-Norton Co., 
a Cleveland-based mining, m ar­ 
keting. ore and shipping concern 
between here and Richwood. 
Fifty-four men were at work un­ 
derground, but 37 were working 
on the surface-side of the explo­ 
sion and scurried to safety with­ 
out injury 
Four Reserved 
The Burton ^operation is a slope 
mine, bored into the side of Curtin 
Mountain. It is located in a barely 


accessible hollow on the banka of 
the small Gauley River in Nicho­ 
las County. 
The first of four men rescued 
reached the surface on his own 
feet, leaning on the shoulders of 
his rescuers, some four hours aft­ 
er the blast. He was Artie Humph­ 
reys of Craigsville. 
Three others, two of them hor 
ribly burned, were brought out on 
stretchers. 
Superintendent Killed 
In critical condition were Paul 
Davis, Craigsville, and William 
Tucker, Persinger. Less seriously 
burned was Okey Donaldson. Sum­ 
mersville. 
Among the dead 
were mine 
Supt. 0. C. Gates and Asst. Supt. 
Eddie Stephenson, both of Craigs* 
Ville. 
The other victims were; 
Joe McVey, Owen Wyatt. Kyle 
Spencer, 
Henry

and 
Ralph Adams, all of Craigsville;

POLITICS IS 


NATURALFOR 


RUDD BROWN 


By JOHN BICKLER 
LA CANADA, Calif. (AP) - If 
Rudd Brown is elected to Con­ 
gress from Southern California 
this fall it will be a notable event 
for at least two reasons. 
For one. a political * heritage 
stretching back three generations 
will be fulfilled. For another, the 
standard of congressional beauty 
will be immeasurably increased. 
For Rudd Brown is the grand­ 
daughter of W i l l i a m Jennings 
Bryan and the daughter of the 
late Ruth Bryan Owen Rohde, 
who served. in Congress and as 
minister to Denmark. She is also 
a tall, striking brunette of 37. 
Race A Tees-up 
Running as a Democrat in a 
district that 
has long been a 
Republican stronghold she made 
such a strong showing in tho 
June primary that the experts 
now regard the contest between 
her and the Republican incum­ 
bent. Edgar W. Hiestand 
as a 
toss-up. 
Despite her lifelong interest in 
politics she has been active in 
the family pastime for only a 
few years. 
“It wasn’t until we moved to 
California in 1961 that I lived in 
one place long enough to regis­ 
ter." she said during an inter­ 


view in the hilltop home abe 
shares with her husband, Dr 
Harrison Brown, a geophysicist 
at 
the 
California 
Institute 
of 
Technology. 


Actually, however, she has been 
immersed in politics since she 
was knee-high to her grandfather. 
Bryan, three times the Demo­ 
crats’ presidential c a n d i d a t e , 
died when she was five, but the 
comings and goings of political 
leaders and the sounds of polit 
leal discussion were already fa­ 
miliar to her. Through her moth­ 
er, they became a way of life. 
An Early Beginning 
Rudd, then 8, took part in her 
mother’s 
first 
successful 
cam­ 
paign for Congress in Florida in 
1928. 
"I used to sit on the platform 
and she would introduce me as her 
assistant." she recalled. “Then 
I’d go down among the audience 
and distribute literature. I took 
it all very seriously." 
In 1936 when her mother cam­ 
paigned in three states for Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt Rudd had ar. even 
more important assignment. 
“My mother had as many as 
five speeches a day and we had 
to keep moving to stay on sched­ 
ule. But if a speaker rushes off 
the platform talking about an­ 
other meeting it doesn t go too 
well with the audience. So I was 
the one who would rush out and 
tell her she had to come and prac­ 
tically pull her off.” 
It isn’t for such tricks of the 
trade that Rudd values her politi­ 
cal antecedents, however. 
"I think the most important 
thing about my heritage is that I 


was brought up to realist that 
politics isn’t a dirty word.’ 
Opportunity For Womon 
“There s a huge pool of po­ 
tential political candidates that’s 
hardly been tapped," she said. 
" I’m talking about women in their 
30s and 40s who are well edu­ 
cated and aren’t faced with the 
necessity of earning a living, tho 
way their husbands are. 
“They wouldn’t be dependent on 
their political office. If pressure 
was put on them to cast a vote 
they knew was against the public 
interest they could stand up to 
the pressure and vote their con­ 
victions, even if it meant getting 
defeated in the next election." 
Although this is her first try 
at public office Mrs. Brown has 
been getting deeper into politics 
each year since Adlai Stevenson's 
1952 presidential campaign 
“ As I listened to his speeches 
I finally said, ‘I’ve got to do some­ 
thing about this,’ and I went down 
to the local headquarters. I soon 
found (hey were able to occupy 
all 
my waking hours." 
Her zeal at ringing doorbells, 
licking envelopes and other un­ 
skilled political labors did not go 
unnoticed and two years later 
she was put on the Democratic 
State Central Committee. In 1956 
she 
was named 
head 
of 
the 
Southern California Women for 
the national convention. This year 
she was given the party’s official 
endorsement as a candidate for 
Congress.

THERE'S ONE NEAR YOUR HOME 
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Red Author Accept? Nobel 
Prize Then Changes Mind 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden (AP) 
Soviet Author Boris Pasternak 
has refused to accept the Nobel 
Prise for Literature. He referred 
Ie “the society I live in.” 
Pasternak sent a cable to Dr. 
Anders Oesterling, permanent sec­ 
retary of the Royal Swedish Acad­ 
emy, which awards the literary 
Nobel prizes. 
“Because of the meaning attrib­ 
uted to this award in the society 
I live in, I ought to say no thanks 
to the undeserved prize awarded 
me,” Pasternak said 
“Do not 
take my voluntary refusal with 
any ill will.” 
Oestering received a cable from 
Pasternak Saturday expressing his 
gratitude at the Nobel award. 
That cable read: “Immensely 
thankful, touched, proud, aston­ 
ished, abashed.” 
Called Anti-Soviet 
Wednesday's 
cable 
indicated 
that in the meantime something 
had happened to Pasternak to 
change his mind. The author of 
the 
novel 
“Doctor 
Zhivago”, 
which is critical of communism, 
has been under rigorous attack 
in the Soviet press. 
Pasternak was named for the 
•ward last week. The Soviet press 
asserted the selection was an anti- 
Soviet political maneuver. 
Pravda, the official Communist 
party paper, heaped abuse on Pas­ 
ternak and "Doctor Zhivago.” It 
Mid he should reject the $41,420 
cash prize if there were “a spark 
of Soviet dignity left in him.” 
Get Other Awards 
The Nobel Prize Committee pre­ 
sented the Russians with a dilem- 


ics Tuesday to three top-ranking 


Soviet scientists —■ P. A. Cheren­ 
kov, I. M. Frank and Igor E 
Tamm. The question was- would 
the Soviets let the scientists ac­ 
cept the physics award and at the 
same time keep Pasternak home? 
The answer appeared in the So­ 
viet press in Moscow Wednesday. 
The Russians were setting up a 
double standard on the Nobel 
prizes. 
' It said the physics award was 
fitting but at the same time it 
said it proved that the award for 
literature was dictated by “reac­ 
tionary political aims.” 
“Doctor Zhivago” 
has never 
been 
published 
in 
the 
Soviet 
Union, but it is being widely read 
abroad. 
Steel Supply Down; 
Will Rebuild Stock 


NEW YORK (AP)—A 15-month 
liquidation in steel inventories is 
now at an end and steel consum­ 
ers are starting to build up stocks, 
Roger Blough, chairman of U.S. 
Steel Corp., said Tuesday. 
Blough made his comments at 
his regular quarterly news confer­ 
rence. He said steel inventories 
dropped one million ingot tons a 
month for 15 months and are now 
at the lowest point since 1950. 
The company reported net in­ 
come of $74,922,924 or $1.27 a 
share for the third quarter com­ 
pared with $97,555,683 or $1.70 a 
share in the third quarter last 
year. Net income for the firs, 
nine months was $210,573,654 or 
$3.56 a share against $328,976,991 
ma. It awarded the Prize in Phys- or $5.77 a share last year.

jorie Rittwagen. “But childhood 
it difficult and children differ. 
Delinquent children are the re­ 
sult o f* many different things: 
their genetic inheritance, their 
parents’ influence, their neighbor­ 
hood, their schools, their church 
— and their tim es.” 
And the cure, she says, lies in 
dollars and cents. 
In the last five years Dr. Ritt­ 
wagen has talked to thousands 
of children whose crimes have 
ranged from murder to joy-riding 
in a “borrowed” car And she has 
talked to their parents. 
Staff psychiatrist in the Child­ 
ren’s Division of New York City’s 
has written a book about some of 
them, calling it “Sins of Their 
Fathers.” 
Cauld Help SS Par Cant 
"By conservative estimate, we 
could help better than 85 per cent 
of these kids,” she says. "But 
we don’t. We do not have the fa­ 
cilities.” 
Two things are clear about ju­ 
venile delinquency, she says. “A are numbers rather than inJivid- 
child in trouble is a child who aals; a numbered apartment in a 
needs help, and a child in trouble numbered unit, off to a numbered 
comes from an unhappy family.” 
"You find the most neglected 
and the most troubled children 
among the very rich and the very 
poor,” she says. “ The ones in be­ 
tween are the ones likely to get 
more love and more help from 
their families." 
Parents are the biggest prob­ 
lem. 
Shun Help 
"A great many parents do not 
•a n t, do not guide, do not super­ 
vise. their children,” says the 
psychiatrist. 
Moat of these parents are porn* 
parents because they know no 
better or can not do better. Many 
of them were themselves neglected 
or abused as children. And IO per 
cent of the children reaching New 
York'* courts have cyie or both 
parents who are so ill mentally 
they could be committed to insti­ 
tutions. About 80 per cent of de­ 
linquent children come from brok­ 
en homes. 
City life is responsible for some 
trouble. Dr. Rittwagen says that 
about half the parents of delin­ 
quent children come to New York 
or other big cities from small 
towns or rural areas. 
Pressure Of City 
“lf they had remained where 
life was simple, many of these 
people could have gone through 
their lives without their mental 
states becoming worse. It is the 
pressures of the city.”

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Agree Pasternak Turned Down 
Nobel Prize After "Pressure

Three 
Western 
Nobel

winning authors agreed today that 
Boris Pasternak turned down his 
1958 award because of pressure 
from the Soviet government, not 
because lie agreed with the Krem­ 
lin’s condemnation of his work 
The 68-year-old Russian writer 
was awarded the $41,420 prize a 
week ago for his poetry and his 
novel, “Doctor Zhivago," which 
describes the loss of freedom in 
Soviet society. The nm el is a best­ 
seller in the West but has been 
suppressed in the Soviet t'nion. 
Wednesday, after a government 
campaign of vilification in which 
the Nobel committee was accused 
of playing cold war politics. Pas­ 
ternak cabled the Swedish Royal 
Academy of Letters that be was 
refusing the prize “because of th*1 
meaning attributed to this award 
in the society I Hie in."

“ Do not take my voluntary re­ 
fusal with any ill will." he added 
Previously 
he had messaged 
that he was “ immensely thankful, 
t o u c h e d , 
proud, 
astonished 
abashed" by the honor. 
France’s Albert Camus, winner 
of the 1957 Nohel Prize for Litera­ 
ture. commented, "I don’t believe 
Pasternak refused the Nobel Prize 
of his ow n free will . . 


Earl Bertrand Russell, 86-year 
old British philosopher who won 
the 1950 prize, said he was “dis­ 
gusted with the Russians’ attitude 
to this from the start. Knowing 
the Russian way of life as we do, 
we may well think that Pasternak 
had no alternative but to reject 
this prize.” 
Join In Pita 
He joined another Nobel winner, 
poet T, S Eliot, and .several other 
leading British writers in a plea 
to the Soviet Writers Union not 
to victimize Pasternak. The un­ 
ion. a prime organ of government 
control of Soviet writers, already 
has expelled Pasternak from its 
ranks 
Pearl Buck, American author of 
“The Good Earth" and the 1938 
winner, said she was "deeply .sad­ 
dened’’ that Pasternak was not

Camera News 
By IRVING D I SPOR

A couple of new photo products 
have been announced to be avail­ 
able, in a month or two. 
One of them is a Polaroid 4x5 
film holder which converts a 4 x 5 
press-type camera to picture-in- 
a-minute photography. Two types 
of 4 x 5 inch Polaroid film to fit 
this new camera back can be 
used. One has an acetate base 
which can be processed in a dark­ 
room so that besides obtaining 
the usual 
60-second print, you 
can get a conventional negative 
for duplicate prints or enlarge­ 
ments. 
The second new item is a still 
cam era in which an electric eye 
calculates the lighting and ad­ 
justs the exposure setting. Called 
the Revere Electric Eye-Matic, 
all the snaps hooter has to do 
with it is sight his subject and 
press the button. 
The 
new 
24-ounce 
Polaroid 
film holder slides into and locks 
cm 4 x 5 cameras the same way 
that regular film holders do now. 
Once it slips into place, ifs ready 
for 
use 
with 
the 
new 
film. 
The new films come In single 
paper packets. In use, mw of 
these is slipped into the film 
holder. Its tip end is grasped and 
pulled out. This is like pulling 
out the dark slide on a regular 
holder and brings the sensitive 


film into exposure position. 
After the picture Is snapped, 
the protective paper envelope is 
returned to position. At this point, 
the picture can be processed to 
yield a print in one minute or the 
entire packet can be removed to 
be processed later. 
Development 
is 
accomplished 
by flipping a lever on the film 
holder while the paper packet is 
in it. This crushes the pod of 
developer inside the packet and 
when the packet is pulled out of 
the holder, it is spread over the 
emulsion area. In 60 seconds, the 
packet is pulled apart and the 
finished print is ready. 
Get Permanent Negative 
If a permanent negative were 
wanted, 
along 
with 
the 
one- 


minute print, it is necessary to 
shoot with the 4 x 5 Professional 
Pan Type 53 film. This is the 
one with an acetate base where­ 
as the other type has a paper 
base. 
Secondly, 
it 
is 
necessary 
to 
separate the print from the nega­ 
tive. 
after 
the 60 
seconds of 
development, in a darkroom or a 
changing 
bag. 
No 
light 
must 
reach the negative. 
The 
negative must 
then 
be 
washed in a Kodalk bath to re­ 
move the stick* reagent and then 
redeveloped tor six minutes in an 
S-101 formula. Then it is fixed in 
hypo, washed and dried like a

eye automatic still camera: It 
looks like a 35 mm camera, but 
it takes 127 roll film to produce 12 
pictures, lMi x 14 inches. 
It has a Wollensak f/2.8 lens 
and an automatic film advance. 
It has no speed settings and no 
f/stops on the lens. The electric 
eye needs no batteries to change 
the exposure controls. There is
